The flood of the Mississippi 
river below Keokuk, Ia., has forced 
th. Burlington railroad to cancel} 
two trains which normally oper- 
ate between St. Louis and Bur- 
lington, Ia., officials of the rail- 
road said today. 

The Zephyr-Rocket, fast pas- 
tengei train between St. Louis and 
St. Paul, Minn. which normally 
follows the west bank of the Mis- 


sissipi, has been rerouted on the 
east’ side of the river between 
East St. Louis and Galesburg, III. 

The Rocket, which leaves St. 
Louis at 5 p.m. central stand- 
ard time, and normally arrives in 
St. Paul at 7:30 a. m., is running 
from two to three hours late be- 
cause the substitute route is ap- 
proximately 75 miles longer than 
the regular run, officials said. 

Under the present routing, the 
train crosses the river from St. 
Louis to East St. Louis, runs north 
to Galesburg, west to Burlington 
and then north on the Rock Isl-. 
and lines to St. Paul. 

One of the trains cancelled left 
St. Louis daily at 11:30 p.m. (Cen- 
tral Standard time) for Burlington 
and arrived here m Burlington 
daily at 1:40 p.m. other left 
St. Louis at 8:30 a.m, daily for 
Burlington and returned at 10:10

The high water in the Missouri, 
Wahigren said, probably will not 
result in a major flood, but the 
Mississippi, which is expected to 
reach a peak of about 35 feet at 
St. Louis by Thursday or Friday, 
may cause some damage. The

MADRID, June 9 (AP)—Senora 
Eva Peron, attractive wife of Ar- 
gentine President Juan Peron, 
raised her arm today in the Fa- 
Inge salute after Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco decorated: her 
with the cross of Isabel the Cath- 
olic. 2 

The 32-year-old former actress, 
whose Argentine friends cail her 
the South American Mrs, Roose- 
velt and whose critics declare her 
a meddler, spoke briefly to a huge 
crowd outside the national palace. 

She compared what she called 
the “true distributive democracy” 
of Spain and Argentina to the 
“blase, deceptive democracy” of 
other countries which she did not 


name, 

Franco, who accompanied her 
to the balcony, said Peron 
sent to Spain “the heart of — 
tina” and bade the Spanish crowd 
to “give her your Spanish heart 
in return” and “entone your 
hymns of war and peace.” Work- 
ers, given a paid holiday in honor 
of visit, sang the Falange song 
“Face to the Sun” and Senora 
Peron saluted in the Falange man- 
ner. 

She said she had come “from 
one just people to visit another 
just people.“ She cited Peron's 
message to Franco on the occa- 
sion of the United Nations resolu- 
tion condemning the Franco re- 
gime: 

“We love Spain and truth.” 

Franco vaid a personal tribute 
to the Argentine President and 
said close links existed between 
that country and Spain. Senora 
Peron said her husband and Fran- 
co both “are creating your father- 
lands.”

nitaries greeted Senora Peron at

FOR 49 IN VOTE 
FRAUDS; 22 SEEK 
TOQUASH CHARGES 


Hearing Set for June 17 
on Defense Motions in 
Cases Not Affected by 
Theft of Ballots in 
Kansas City.

KANSAS CITY, June 9—Cases 
of 49 of the 71 defendants in the 
Kansas City primary vote fraud 
were continued to an indefinite 


date today in Circuit Judge John 
F. Cook’s court. Motions to quash 
the charges against the 22 other 
defendants were filed by Defense 
Attorney Ira McLaughlin, and ar- 
guments on these motions will be 
heard by Judge Cook June 17. 

Judge Cook returned late last 
night from an outing at a Lake of 
the Ozarks fishing resort, where 
he was accompanied by Henry 
McKissick, Second ward Demo- 
cratic leader. The majority of 
the fraud case defendants are 
residents of the Second ward. 

Six or more of the defendants 
were. in the small gathering that 
was in the courtroom when Judge 
Cook entered, smiled at the at- 
tendants and called for the docket. 

Motions to Quash. 

Attorney McLaughlin then 
asked permission to file motions 
to quash in the 22 cases. These 
were cases, he said, which would 
not be affected by the lack of the 
ballots. stolen from the Election 
Commissioners’ vault in Jackson 
County Courthouse by safeblowers 
May 28. 

Dwight Smith, assistant prose- 
cutor, speaking ior County Prose- 
cutor James G. Kimbrell, stated 
to the court that the prosecutor's 
office would ask that the vote 
fraud cases be continued by agree- 
ment; or if no agreement is 
reached, would make the request 
on its own account. 

“T have no inclination to push 
Mr. Kimbrell on this vote fraud 
case,” Judge Cook said. “We can

UNIONTOWN, Pa., June 9 (AP) 
Nearly 10,000 miners were in- 
volved in a work stoppage in the 
southwestern Pennsylvania bitu- 


minous fields today, in what some 
described as a protest against the 
union restrictions adopted by 
Congress. 


Fourteen mines were idle, most 
of them captive pits operated by 
large stee] companies — United 
States Steel Corp., Weirton Steel, 
Jones & Laughlin, and Repub- 
lie Steel—which have been pro- 
ducing record-breaking tonnages 
to meet big market demands for 
steel. 

However, the 300 members of 
one AFL United Mine Workers 
local returned to work when 
their president, Andrew S. Rayner, 
warned against any violation of 


the Federal anti-strike injunction 
which was sustained by the Su- 
preme Court. 

In Washington a UMW spokes- 
man said the walkouts were “un- 
authorized,” as did William Hynes, 
president of United Mine Work- 
ers’ District 4 embracing the 
Uniontown coal fields, 

“The only thing I know is that 
the miners are protesting the la- 
bor bill,” Hynes said. He said he 
understood a number of miners’ 
meetings are scheduled for today 
but declined to say whether these 
would spread or halt the work 
stoppages. 

The walkouts came just three

Dairyman Fined 525 by Judge 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (UP)— 
In Johnstown, Pa., are two dairy- 
men, who committed a crime. 
Their cream was too rich. They 
gave the customers better cream 
than they had any right to expect. 

But officers of the Pennsylvania 
State Milk Control Commission 
trailed the milk bottles, tested the 
cream, found it was too good and 
hauled those dairymen before 
Alderman George R. Patterson to 
answer for their crimes, 


The Alderman, who serves as 
judge in such cases, had the law 
before him. It said in so many 
words that a half pint of cream | 
selling at 27 cents, wholesale, must 
not contain more than 34 per cent 
of butterfat. 

The officers charged one dairy- 
man with selling cream that was 
4 per cent too rich. . 

“Guilty, or not guilty?” asked 
Judge Patterson. 


Somehow or other, he admitted, 
he seemed to have sold his cream 
just as it was; rich and sweet. 
He was sorry and he would not 
do it again, but he had no defense. 
The judge fined him 325. 

The officers had the evidence 
against the next defendant. They 
tested his cream and they found 
it 2 per cent too rich. “Not so,” 
he cried.

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HIGH COURT WOW IT RECONSIDER 
SEARCH AND SEIZURE CASE 


Stands By Decision Upholding Use 
of Evidence Accidentally Found 
in Home for Conviction, 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today refused 
to reconsider its recent 5-to-4 de- 
cision upholding a conviction 
based on evidence accidentally un- 
covered in a search of a man’s 
home after his arrest in a differ- 
ent case. 

Attorneys for the convicted man, 
George Harris of Oklahoma City, 
in petitioning for reconsideration 
told the high tribunal: “To the 
citizens as a whole the sanctity of 
the home is what the founders of 
this country fought, bled and died 
for, and the same brand of people, 
when a government becomes op- 
pressive, will do so again.” 

Chief Justice Vinson wrote the 
court’s opinion upholding the con- 
viction. The four dissenting jus- 
tices, led by Felix Frankfurter, 
contended the ruling went far to 
nullify the Constitution’s guaran- 
tee against search and seizure 


without lawful warrant.

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TELEVISION TOWER 
WORKMEN’S CABLE 
PICKS UP PROGRAMS 


There was music in the air 
today for workmen erecting the 
480-foot tower for Radio Station 
KSD-TV, but they didn’t enjoy 
it. 

As the tower on the roof of 
the Post-Dispatch annex mounted 
higher and higher, it. passed 
through the quarter-wave length 
on nearby KSD. The freakish 
result was that a half-inch wire 
line used to haul aloft men and 
materials “tuned in” on the sta- 
tion, as did a metal ball attached 
to the line dangling from the lofty 
structure, 

On this so-called resonant peak 
the 264-pound metal ball gave off 
snatches of broadcast music and 
speech, while the wire line it 
weighs down snapped and crac- 
kled with static when workmen 
came too close or made actual 
contact, 

KSD’s wave length is 545 me- 
ter, A quarter of this is 136 
meters, or roughly 446 feet. As 
the tower on the roof of the 60- 
foot-high annex neared this 
height, the metal line gave off 
more and more sparks, a condi- 
tion whihc began to develop last 
Friday and became most pro- 
nounced today., 

Foreman Paul W. Loy shrugged 
this off as an “occupational haz- 
ard,” explaining all five of his 
workmen on the tower had been 
burned on previous jobs and knew 
how to handle the situation, In 
hooking the metal ball on the line, 
Loy wore rubber gloves under his 
regular work gloves and was care- 
ful to stand on a wooden board.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 9 
—The St. Louis city income 
tax, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann's No. 1 measure for sup- 
plying deficiencies in munici- 
pal revenue, was declared void 
by a unanimous decision of 
the Missouri Supreme Court 
en banc, this afternoon. 

Judge George Robb Elli. 
son's written opinion, in whieh 
all the other members of the 
court concurred, held that the 
general taxing provisions of 
the St. Louis Charter did not, 
as the city’s legal counsel con- 
tended, empower the munici- 
pality to tax incomes of indi- 


viduals and corporations. 

The charter provision, Judge El- 
lison declared, is “too indefinite” 
to support such a tax; there is no 
specific authority for it in either 
the city charter or the state laws, 
and no such levy by the city has 
ever received authorization by the 
Legislature. 


City May Seek Rehearing. 

At St. Louis City Hall, City 
Counselor George I. Stemmler, 
who handled the city’s case in 
support of the tax, said a rehear- 
ing probably would be requested, 
This is a customary formality, 
which rarely effects any change 
in a Supreme Court decision. He 
said he did not know whether an 
appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court would be possible. 

The Supreme Court's decision 
upholds the ruling made last Feb. 
28 by Circuit Judge Robert J. 
Kirkwood of St. Louis, who held 
the tax ordinance unconstitution- 
al and invalid. The ordinance, 
enacted by the Board of Aldermen 
last July 15, and signed by the 
Mayor Aug. 18, imposed a levy of 
% of 1 per cent on earnings of 
individuals employed by St. Louis 
concerns, regardless of their 
places of residence, and on the 
net incomes of corporations. 

Judge Ellison cited the clause 
of the St. Louis charter on which 
the city relied as supporting its 
authority to levy: the tax. This 
stated that the city “may assess, 
levy and collect taxes for all gen- 
eral and special purposes on all 
subjeets or objects of taxation.” 

Cites State Constitution, 

This, the court held, is too in- 
definite to support an income tax. 
Article X, Section 1, of the State 
Constitution was cited, to the ef- 
fect that the taxing power is ex- 
ercised solely by the General As- 
sembly, except when the Legisla- 
ture grants the power to a mu- 
nicipality. The authority, the 
court stated, must be specified or 
clearly implied, The Legislature, 
it was added, never authorized a 
municipal income tax. 

The city, the Supreme Court 
held, “has only the power to im- 
pose such taxes as have been au- 
thorized by the General Assembly 
in a general law, or by the people 
in its (the city’s) charter, if not 
in conflict with the Constitution. 

As to the city’s claim of “broad 
powers” under its charter, the 
court said: 

“If that (the charter provision 
cited) alone iss ufficient authori- 
zation, the city of St. Louis needs 
no other sanction for any tax it 
may desire to impose. The City 
Charter does not commit itself to 
that view. 

“Can it be believed,” the court 
asked, “that the people of the 
city, when they voted in 1914 for 
the charter, thought it would give 
the Board of Alderman that un- 
limited power over them? Such

WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
Foreseeing early saturation of the 
building materials market and 


many price reductions “in the off- 
ing,” the House Appropriations 
Committee recommended today 
that the office of Federal Hous- 
ing Expediter be liquidated at the 
end of June. 

The committee took the action 
in the annual Government cor- 
porations supply bill in which it 
also (A) called for sharp curtail- 
ment of the National Housing 
Agency activities and (B) asked 
Congress to require the Tennes- 
see Valley Authorities to repay 
during the next 40 years $348,239,- 
240 in appropriations for power- 
producing facilities, 

The bill carries direct appropri- 
ations for six federal agencies in 
addition to setting out how much 
of their revenues 21 others may 
use for administrative expenses 
during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 

Total new appropriations rec- 
ommended are $36,097,580, a reduc- 
tion of $14,089,920, or 28 per cent, 
below budget estimates. Total ad- 
ministrative expense limitations 
are $41,649,700, a cut of $14,847,- 
550, or 26 per cent, from what the 
21 agencies had requested. 

Of the total recommended cut 
in direct appropriations, $9,225,- 
920, or almost 66 per cent, was 
directed at the housing agencies, 

The budget request for the Of- 
fice of Housing Expediter was 
$7,765,000, which contemplated 
liquidation next Jan, 1. The com- 
mittee cut this to $3,539,080, which 
it said would be the cost of 
liquidation as of June 30, 1947, 
The Housing Expediter’s Office 
was created in 1945 to develop 
emergency measures to deal with 
the housing shortage. Although 
ordering the expediter’s office to 
be liquidated as of June 30 this 
year, the committee gave the ex- 
pediter one full year, until June 
30, 1948, to wind up the liquida- 
tion task. 

The committee said it is con- 
vinced that the program to ex- 
pedite home building “has not 
been successful.” 

The committee struck at the 
National Housing Agency through 
its parent organization, the Fed- 
eral Public Housing Authority. It 
cut the FPHA budget for admin- 
istrative expenses from $15,600,000 
to $10,400,000 and ordered FPHA 
to reduce sharply the number of 
its higher-paid personnel.

No Federal Offense. 


The FBI investigation was or- 
dered last Nov. 27 and completed 
Dec. 10. As it turned out, Hoover 
wrote, the inquiry, in the judg- 
ment of the United States Attor- 
ney at Topeka, developed no evi- 
dence of misconduct or fraud af- 
fecting the outcome of the con- 
gressional election in that district, 
but did indicate misconduct and 
fraud in relation to the contest 
for county attorney. 

Senator Kem today spoke from 
the floor of the Senate, declaring 
that Attorney General Clark 
should be given a chance to “ex- 
plain fully” why the Department 
of Justice failed to press its in- 
vestigation of Kansas City elec- 
tion frauds. 

“The charges against the At- 
torney General are of grave char- 
acter,” said Kem. “The Attorney 
General and members of his staff 
should be given ample opportuni- 
ty to explain fully why the in- 
vestigation which the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation was author- 
ized to make was restricted to in- 
terviews with only six witnesses;

The Missouri Senator further 
declared the Attorney General 
should be given a chance to ex- 
plain why, in view of the limited 
character of the FBI preliminary 
investigation into the vote frauds, :

Milligan, a Democrat, was in 
charge of the prosecution of the 
1936 Kansas City vote irregulari- 
ties which resulted in the indict- 
ment and conviction of scores of 
ward heelers and ultimately top- 
pled the towering political dynasty 
of the late Boss Tom J. Pender- 
gast. 

“One of the first official acts 
of Harry Truman on taking over 
the Presidency,” said Bennett, 
“was to fire Maurice Milligan. 
Had he been in office instead of 
his successor, Sam M. Wear, I 
believe there would have been an 
immediate and vigorous investiga- 
tion by Federal authorities follow- 
ing the primary last Aug. 6, re- 
gardiess of any hamstringing 
restrictions by Attorney-General 
Tom C. Clark. 

The people of Missourl have 
great confidence in Mr. Milligan. 
I personally believe they have lost 
confidence in District Attorney 
Wear. If a Federal inquiry is 
pursued now by Wear and his 
assisants, I am afraid that it will 
be with tongue-in-cheek, in view 
of the criticism that has been 
leveled. I don’t think Wear could 
put real heart into it.” 

Bennett acknowledged that he 
and several other Missouri Con- 
gressmen have discussed the ad- 
visability of filing an impeach- 
ment action against Attorney- 
General Clark in the House of 
Representatives. Any such action 
must originate in the House, and 
if the resolution is adopted the 
House appoints managers to pre- 
sent the charges of impeachment 
to the Senate, which would act as 
a trial jury. 

He added, however, that no de- 
cision had been reached, and that 
he and others interested in the 
matter wished to wait until the 


Senate Judiciary Committee had 


fully concluded its hearings into 
Senator James P. Kem’s charges 
that Clark was derelict in duty 
in connection with federal action 
on the Kansas City vote cases.

WIFE FOLLOWS MAN

Returns to N. Y. Penthouse, 
Jumps After Looking at 
Husband’s Body. 


NEW YORK, June 9 (AP)—In 
an unexplaineg double tragedy, 
Horace S. Marshall, 36-year-old at- 
torney and corporation executive, 
plunged to his death from his 
seventeenth-floor penthouse last 
night and was followed a few 
minutes later by his wife. 

Mrs. Amelie Edgerton Marshall, 
36, also an attorney, examined 
her husband’s body and then re- 
turned to their penthouse in 


Greenwich Village and jumped. 
Her body struck within five feet 
of that of her husband, narrowly 
missing a policeman, 

Marshall was secretary of the 
Singer Sewing Machine Co. and 
a director of other corporations. 
Relatives said he was a direct de- 
scendant of Chief Justice John 
Marshall vf the United States. 
They could give no explanation 
for the couple’s acts. Police listed 
both deaths as suicides. 

Mrs. Marshall, though she ap- 
peared dazed, answered questions 
of police in the brief time she was 
in the garden court behind the 
apartment into which Marshall 
had leaped. She said he got out 
of bed, walked to a _ balcony, 
climbed a four-foot parapet and 
jumped, 

She went down to the court and 
leaned over his body. 

Saying, “I have to telephone 
Horace’s brother, John, about 
this,” she returned to the apart- 
ment, locked the door, and 
jumped. 

Both Marshall and his wife wore 
lounging clothing and apparently 
had spent the day in the apart- 
ment. Neighbors had heard no 
sounds of argument, police said. 
John Marshall, a brother, said the 
attorney had been in good spirits.

CHANGE ON BLAST CHARGES 


Pair Say They Can’t Get Fair Trial in Wash- 
ington or Other Counties Due to News- 
papers and Grand Jury Inquiry. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NASHVILLE, III., June 9—Mo- 
tions for changes of venue were 
filed in Circuit Court here today 
by Robert M. Medill and Robert 


Weir, former director and assist- 
ant director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of, Mines and Minerals, who 
were indicted by a Washington 
county grand jury for “palpable 
omission of duty” in failing to 
enforce mine safety laws. 

In identical petitions, they 
charged that they could not get a 
fair trial in Washington or sur- 
rounding counties because the Cen- 
tralia mine disaster and resulting 
investigations “have been a sub- 
ject of constant conversation” and 
because newspapers circulated in 
the area, particularly the Post- 
Dispatch, have published “preju- 
diced and untrue statements.” 

The motions were set for hear- 
ing July 8 The petitions were 
mailed to Nashville by A, M. Fitz- 
gerald, Springfield, attorney for 
the two mines department of- 
ficers. 

After relating that the explosion 
had occurred at the Centralia 
Coal Co, mine last March 25, kill- 
ing 111 men, and that three in- 
vestigations of the disaster had 
been conducted, the petitions as- 
serted: 

“Newspapers containing charges 
against the defendants and others 


have been circulated generally and 
widely throughout the county, 
many of whicn contained prejudi- 
cial statements concerning the de- 
fendants. 

“The St. Louis Post-Dispatch on 
April 30 printed and circulated a 
special edition devoted entirely to 
the explosion at said mine and 
said special edition contained 
prejudicial and untrue statements 
concerning the defendants, 

“Said special edition was deliv- 
ered from house to house in said 
county.” A copy of the edition 
was enclosed as an exhibit. 

“The tragic explosion,” the pe- 
titions continued, “taking this 
large number of lives, has in- 
censed all persons who have heard 
of it and has embittered the rela- 
tives and friends as well as the 
families of the persons who lost 
their lives therein. 

“The mere investigation of the 
explosion by the grand jury at- 
tracted attention and wide discus- 
sion concerning the responsibility 
of anyone therefor. Expressions 
have been generally heard 
throughout said county of the 
guilt of the defendants.” 

Medill and Weir were indicted 
under the general statutes of Illi- 
nois. The Centralia Coal Co., 
which operated,the mine at the 
time of the explosion, was indict- 
ed for “willful neglect” in failing 
to comply with safety regulations.

WAIT MADE FINAL 
IN TRANSFER OF 
INSANITY CASES 


State Supreme Court Or- 
ders Probate Judge 
Glendy Arnold to Take 


Jurisdiction. 


The Missouri Supreme Court to- 
day made final a writ of manda- 
mus compelling Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold to assume juris- 


diction in proceedings ‘involving 
commitment of indigent insane 
persons to state hospitals. 

Filed last December on behalf 
of the St. Louis Department of 
Public Welfare, the writ is de 
signed to relieve congestion in the 
overcrowded City Sanitarium. 

Through its ruling the court 
sustained the conastitutionality of 
an act passed by the 1945-46 State 
Legislature transferring authority 
for commitment of indigent in- 
sane to state institutions from 
county courts to probate courts. 
In St. Louis the transfer was from 
the hospital commissioner to 
Judge Arnold, who refused to ac- 
cept jurisdiction on the ground 
the act was unconstitutional. 

Director of Public Welfare Hen- 
ry S. Caulfield asked the Supreme 
Court for early action because of 
serious overcrowding at the City 
Sanitarium, Caulfield estimated in 
December that the city was car- 
ing for more than 200 patients at 
the sanjitarium, who would have 
been sei to state hospitals if 
Judge Arnold had consented to 
handle the proceedings. After the 
Supreme Court ruling today it was 
expected the city will institute the 
necessary legal steps to effect the 
transfers.

ON FOREST FIRES 


Army Planes to Be Used in 
Test in Montana Timber 
Area. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (UP)— 
B-29 superfortresses and P-47 
fighter planes soon will start 
dropping “water bombs” to put 
out forest fires in an experiment 
that may lead to the saving of 
millions of acres of the nation’s 
forests. 

The United States forest service 
and the Army Air Force are co- 
operating in tests of this new and 
speedy fire-fighting method in the 
Lolo national forest in Montana, 
if results are up to expectations, 
the air-borne bomb technique may 
be used widely to get to the spot 
fast when fires break out in re- 
mote areas, 

For the past year the A.A.F, and 
the Forest Service have experi- 
mented in a “laboratory” way in 
dropping water bombs from the 
big planes on small fires started 

as test targets in Florida, David 
P. Godwin, chief of the division 
of fire control for the forest serv- 
ice, said. 

Now the work is out of the lab- 
oratory and, in the Montana tests, 
the technique will be tried out 
on “the real thing.”

Need for Communications,

Keep Congress 
Ready for Call 


G. O. P. Studying Plan 
for Summons If 
Crisis Develops Aft- 
er Recess.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP). 

ITH an eye on international 
developments, Republican 
leaders are considering a 
plan whereby they, as well as the 
President could summon Congress 
back into session later this year.“ 


It has become apparent that the 
lawmakers have no intention of 
acting this session on any major 
additions to foreign ecoromic aid 
such as that embodied in the 
Greek-Turkish project just getting 
under way. Chairman Vandenberg

While the Republicans seem gen- 
erally to think Congress has done

journ Congress beyond the Repub- 
licans’ power’ to reconvene it if 
some international/or domestic 
crisis develops. . 


Precedent for Action. 


One viewpoint is that if Con- 
gress adjourns in the regular way

January. Truman could call them 
back, however, any time he chose.

RECESSION PROS AND CONS

Different Recession Views. 


The result is that business 
prognosticators have divided into 
two schools: One school says the 
recession is here, the other says 
the recession just isn’t. 

The recession-isn’ters concede 
that April wasn’t: as good as 
March production-wise. But they 
observe that one month doesn't 
make a slump; that many times 
in the past, business has slipped 
for 60 to 90 days and has come 
back. Then triumphantly, they 
point to the ‘steel industry boom- 
ing along at 97% of capacity. 
How, they ask, can you have a 
slump when the heavy industries 
— automobiles and machinery — 
are going like that? 

The recession-isn’ters enumerate 
six factors to explain their posi- 
tion: 

1. National income is at all- 
time high; thus, people have rec- 
ord spending power. 

2. Employment is still high 
and the recent wage boost is 
just beginning to bolster pur- 
chasing power. 

3. Demand for consumers dur- 
able goods, especially automo- 
biles, has hardly been tapped. 

4. Exports are likely to con- 
tinue at record high levels, be- 
cause the United States will sup- 
‘ply foreign exchange—through 
loans or gifts—to help rehabili- 
tate Europe and the Far East. 

5. Farm prices, hence farm 
income, are not apt to drop 


much, because of world-wide 
demand, 

6. Some slow-down in produc- 
tion and consumption was to be 
expected after the postwar boom. 

The recession-is-here school con- 
cedes that the heavy industries 
are booming. It concedes further 
that recent retail sales volume 
has been surprising. Post-Easter 
department store sales are run- 


ning about 12 per cent ahead of 


a year ago as against only nomi- 
nal gains prior to Easter. How- 
ever, prices are up about 10 to 15 
per cent. So actual goods sold is 
running a bit below a year ago. 
The Recessionists’ Story. 

So, ask the recessionists, how 
long can that last? Isn't it just 
a matter of time before the pro- 
duction indexes take a decisive 
downturn? As the recessionists 
see it, the downturn has started. 
They argue: 

1, Spotty unemployment is on 
the increase. 

2. Manufacturers’ shipments 
are exceeding new orders, hence 
backlogs are dropping. 


3. Construction is not coming 
through as expected, 


4. Consumers are saving less 
money—actually and  percent- 
agewise — than one and two 
years ago. 

5. Finally, the recessionists 
alight on a subtle point: the 
change in the business climate, 
the gradual transition from a 
seller’s to a buyer’s market, 


No longer can anybody, merely 
by going into business, make 
money. On the contrary, it gets 
harder and harder as buyers—ulti- 
mate consumers—become increas- 
‘ingly price-conscious and ward- 
robes and larders become better 
'stocked. This shows up specific- 
ally in the rise in business failures 
four times a year ago. At the

tories, and on the writings of for- 
eigners and Russians alike who 
bave worked in Soviet industry. 

Heavy, Specialized Industries. 

Foremost is the difficulty the 
Soviet leaders will have in estab- 
lishing a heavy industry. Even 
though Russia can accomplish this 
she will then be confronted with 
the necessity of creating special- 
ized industries. 

None should be able to appre- 
ciate the magnitude of the task of 
creating naval] power better than 
the American people. In this re- 
spect, Russia must start from 
scratch. 

A strategic air force calls for 
far greater industrial effort than 
is evident in the few aircraft that 
may comprise it at any one time. 
It requires an industry in which 
production can scarcely keen pace 
with the rate of obsolescence. This 
is another field in which Russia 
has barely started. 

The creation of modern naval 
and air forces calls for subsidiary 
industries in the fields of ord- 
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threadbare. Five-year plan suc- 
ceeded five-year plan, and just as 
the promised land appeared in 
sight greater sacrifices to be 
endured because of the war. 

Now the propagandists have 
substituted the western democra- 
cies for Germany, Italy and Japan, 
spreading the fear of capitalist 
encirelement in order to make the 
people amenable to continued and 
indefinitely prolonged sacrifice 
and suffering. 


The indignity of this is made 
more acute by the knowledge, cer- 
tain to be spread by returning 
soldiers, that the lowliest of their 
conquered enemies enjoyed living 
standards far better than those 
enjoyed by the rank and file of 
the Russian people. The discon- 
tent thus engendered may not re- 
sult in open revolt, but it cannot 
help but have a dampening effect 
on the inspiration required for 
superhuman effort on an empty 
stomach. 

The demand for improved living 
standards will be manifested by a 
decrease in human output, and 
Soviet leadership may of netes- 
sity be diverted from its primary 
purpose by requirements at home. 
Only those who have, lived and 
traveled in Russia can appreciate 
what the cost would be to bring 
the Russian living standards up to 
what Americans would consider 
an irreducible minimum. 

Drawbacks of Dictatorship. — 

Stil another factor working 
against the success of the Soviet 
program is the organization 
through which it is administered. 
Certtralized authority has its draw- 
backs as well as its advantages. 
This is especially so when subordi- 
nates are answerable with their 
lives for their mistakes. 

Nowhere is individual initiative 
and willingness to assume re- 
sponsibility more necessary than 
in the forward areas of an expan-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I was interested in your editorial and 
cartoon concerning the Curry Constitu- 
tional Amendment having to do pri- 
marily with an increase in the state gas 
tax to a 3% cent level to help build 
rural and urban roads. I disagree en- 
tirely with your viewpoint of this Curry 
Amendment. (Editor’s Note—The Curry 
Amendment has been laid aside in the 
House.) 

The amount of the proposed tax is 
definitély sufficient. The Curry Amend- 
ment would not interfere with the future 
State Highway Department’s program, 
in so far as the highway system is con- 


cerned. We do fear, however, that to 


do nothifig in so far as the counties are 
concerned may definitely interfere with 
the future highway system to the extent 
that rural Missouri will continue to in- 
sist on aid to lift Missouri out of the 
mud, and they may dip down eventually 
into our existing State Highway funds, 

Dealing with the elimination of mu- 
nicipal gas taxes, only three states out 
of the 48, including Missouri, permit 
municipalities to assess gas taxes today. 
Is it not more efficient to collect gas 
taxes through one channel than through 
65 channels as are now in existence in 
the State of Missouri? 

I can point out two companies within 
500 yards of each other in the same class 
of business, located in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, where one company has a 
$10,000 a year tax advantage in the pur- 
chasing of gasoline over the other, sim- 
ply because of its location, That is cer- 
tainly unhealthy. 

The State of Missouri is the only state 
in the Union that provides no distribu- 
tion of motor vehicle taxes back to the 
counties, We found several of the 
counties bordering Iowa where the 
farmers were receiving 2 cents per 
pound less for butterfat than the Iowa 
farmer directly across the line. The 
answer was obvious: inability of the 
dairy farmer to get his product to mar- 
ket regularly because of bad roads.

A Job for the Government 


The Senate report on the Centralia mine dis- 
aster calls for federal enforcement of mine safe- 
ty laws. This conclusion was inevitable. Year by 
year, the evidence in favor of federal action has 
increased. It is the record of thousands of min- 
ers killed or injured each year in coal pits. 


In reporting on Centralia, the Senate Public 
Lands subcommittee did not fix the primary 
blame squarely on Gov. Green’s administration, 
where it belonged. But the report did make this 
much clear: The State of Illinois failed. The 
Illinois safety code was not enforced. It was 
ensnared in politics. 

This has been the case in state after state. 
Kentucky is one of the worst examples. There 
the United Mine Workers struggled for years for 
a safety code as good as that of Illinois. The 
mine operators always defeated them. Until 1946, 
Agnes E. Meyer wrote in the Washington Post, 
“The coal company lawyers have drafted all the 
Kentucky mining laws.” 

The political vulnerability of state enforce- 
Coal 
operators who go to their state legislators usual- 
ly say, in effect, “If you enforce a strong safety 
law, it will force up the cost of coal. How will 
we be able to compete with other states where 
the mines don’t have to pay for safety? We may 


have to close down.” 
This unsubtle threat has worked. Fear of in- 


terstate rivalry in an already sick industry is a 
major reason why only federal enforcement of 
safety laws can be effective. 

Yet for years the miners have fought for fed- 
eral action in the halls of the Capitol. Time and 
again, they have been balked by the coal opera- 
tors’ lobby. After Centralia, will Congress dare 
yield to that lobby again? 

The new subcommittee report says: “It may 
safely be predicted that unless Congressional ac- 
tion is taken immediately to improve the stand- 
ards of safety in the coal mines, there will be 
new disasters as bad as that which took place 
at Centralia.” 

Thousands upon thousands of mine casualties 
support this statement. During wartime, 5295 
miners died and there were 259,408 casualties— 
one miner out of every two injured. In 1946, 
the best year from the standpoint of accident 
prevention, 974 miners lost their lives and more 
than 50,000 were hurt. 


Most of these casualties were needless. Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines officials say 95 per cent of 
mine accidents can be prevented. The bureau 
itself has an excellent safety code, but no power 
to enforce it. With mines under seizure, the 
Government has some authority but only a 
meager staff for enforcement. On June 30, the 
seizure powers will expire. Then the Govern- 
ment will be left with its bureau, 171 mine in- 
spectors and no authority for enforcement. 

This is pure irony. 
worth having—and it is excellent—it is worth 
enforcing. 

It may be said that federal satity supervision 
cannot touch mines engaged in purely intrastate 
These employ relatively few 
men. Should we fail to protect the men who 
work in the vast majority? 


No argument of state’s rights stands up against BS 


the long record of disaster under state safety en- 
forcement. Nearly 10 years ago Congress gave 
the Federal Government the right to set minimum 
wages and maximum hours for labor. Is it con- 
sistent not to enforce rules to protect men’s lives? 

“The first and most essential step,” the Senate 
subcommittee said, “is the enactment by Con- 
gress of legislation that will not only raise the 
standard of safety, but give the Federal Govern- 
ment the power it now lacks to enforce that 
standard.” 

This should be immediate business for Con- 
gress. It is simple justice to the men who dig 
the nation’s coal.

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A New Face in Arkansas

Dr. Jones’s non-academic experience includes 
a year or so as economist for the Foreign Policy 
Association; a hitch as economist for the Com- 
mittee on Costs of Medical Care, and a stretch 
as public member of the National War Labor 
Board for New ‘England. 

Some of these posts, especially that of regional 
members of the War Labor Board, suggest that 
Dr. Jones has some gift of diplomacy, which 
should serve him in good stead at Fayetteville.

Dr. Jones ran into this conflict when he ar- 
rived in Fayetteville to get his directions 
preparatory to assuming the presidency.

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Why Delay the Obvious? 


Today Senator Ferguson is asking the Senate 


to authorize a full-scale investigation of the in- 
action of the Department of Justice in the Kan- 
sas City vote frauds, and his recommendation 
should be accepted. There was inaction. There 
was failure to perform an obvious duty. There 
was a deliberate whitewash of a crime that strikes 
at the base of self-government. All this has been 
made plain in the preliminary investigation. 

The need now is to involve the whole Senate 
in the inquiry to determine whether the situation 
calls for the dismissal of Tom Clark as Attorney 
General and of Sam Wear as District Attorney 
at Kansas City. 

Whatever the answer to that, there is no ques- 
tion but that they have disqualified themselves 
to carry on the investigation of the Kansas City 
ballot thievery from here out. There is no un- 
derstanding the delay of Senator Kem and Sen- 
ator Ferguson in asking for a special prosecu- 
tor. It is the logical corollary of their telling 
criticism of the actions of Clark and Wear to 
demand that they be removed from all connec- 
tion with the probe and prosecution. There is 
no occasion to beat about the bush on that. 

The prosecution of the crimes at Kansas City 
is primarily a federal function. If the Federal 
Government had been on the job, the prosecu- 
tion would never have been complicated by the 
theft of the ballots.

the evidence necessary to conviction. 

If the testimony of the members of the state 
grand jury which returned the indictments will 
help make up for the loss of the ballots, that 
testimony can be given in federal court.

The paper-backs, admittedly, are no great 
triumph of the bookmaker's art, but they are a 
triumph of book-selling economics. Percentage- 
wise, they give publishers a target to shoot at. 
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Nelson Rockefeller's Fine Venture 


Long before the phrase “economic determi- 
nism” began being kicked around in intellectual 
circles, men generally recognized the connection 
between the way they make a living and the way 
they get governed. Our loosely federated form 
of government is the direct outgrowth of Amer- 
ica’s system of free private enterprise. 

Although the increasing complexity of tools 
and machines has required imposition of 
controls, it is still possible in the United States 
to write one’s own business ticket. And, regard- 
less of occasional political aberrations, the people 
still choose their own leaders. 


Unhappily, this is not so in many other parts | 


of the world. Poor economic conditions and low 
standards of living have pushed many peoples 
in desperation to authoritarian rule. In some 
places, particularly in the area dominated by 
the Soviet Union, political and economic dicta- 
torship is complete. But elsewhere there is a 
large field for the capitalist system to head off 
Communism.

As told in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch, young Rockefeller is motivated 
by humanitarian impulse and hard-hitting busi- 
ness methods, He is out to make a profit—be- 
cause that is the only way in which capitalist 
economics can work—but his purpose is to teach 
others also how to make profits so they will be- 
lieve in the need to preserve capitalism. 

He has solicited the collaboration of other 
business men. If they want to help the free en- 
terprise system, here is a world-wide opportunity. 
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The news that St. Louis County is short of tax 
funds will be comfort of a sort to the individual 
taxpayer, who always seems to be short of tax 
funds.

Universal training is essential to prepare entire citizenry for de- 
fense, editorial says; our policy has come full circle”; neither 
early militia nor later mass armies are sufficient protection in 
atomic era; modern war is “responsibility of the whole population.”

With the report of the President’s com- 
mission on universal training, a wheel that 
has been slowly turning throughout our na- 
tional life has at last come full circle, 


The United States began its corporate 


career in the belief that, just as the eco- 
nomic function in our society could be left 
to the individually trained farmer and shop- 
keeper, so the military function could be 
left to the militia—that is to say, to the 
whole body of adult males, most of whom 
were sufficiently equipped with health, 
initiative and a squirrel gun to meet the 
basic military requirements imposed by 
relatively simple warfare, 


Even then the theory was ceasing to 
work very well. The professional army was 
already highly developed in Europe; and 
the farmer-soldier often proved an uncer- 
tain quantity before the iron-disciplined 
ranks of the professionals. 


But throughout the nineteenth century 
(during which we were sheltered’ from any 
major threat of foreign war) the answer 
seemed to lie, not in improving the mili- 
tary skills of the people, but in developing 
a small professional military class of our 


‘own which would attend to the military 


function for us. 
A Struggle of Peoples 


The mass armies of the first World War 
partly exposed the fallacy of that idea; the 
technological warfare of the second has de- 
stroyed it. War—as we who dropped the 
atom bomb on the unusupecting thousands 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki or set the fire 
tornadoes that ravaged German and Japa- 
nese cities should know only too well—has 
become a struggle of peoples, not of pro- 
fessionals. 

The military function has come back as 
a responsibility of the whole population; 
but it is now a terrible and intricate re- 
sponsibility, no longer to be discharged by 
a pair of stout legs and a knowledge of 


the flintlock musket. The professional sol- 
dier, seaman or airman can do only a small 
part; the rest must be done by the people, 
but the people can only do it, if at all, with 
the tools of health,. discipline, organization 
and training. 


These are the basic truths which the 
President’s commission, composed signifi- 
cantly of nine civilians, has clearly seen. 
In a remarkably able report they have 
swept away all the nonsense (which the 
President himself was not above encourag- 
ing) about u rsal training as really just 
a pleasant, Kealth- building adjunct to 
civilian life, 


Only One Justification 


There is, they flatly declare, no justifi- 
cation for such a program except a military 
one; but unless war can be abolished as a 
central feature of our social existence, then 
our national community must provide for 
the military function, and this is the way 
to doit. There is no cheaper or easier way. 
We must develop a society with the health, 
the basic training and the special skills 
adequate to enable us as a nation to meet 
the problem of war, unless war itself can 
be done away with, 


This is a broader, more fundamental 
study of military policy than most of those 
which our military men themselves have 
produced after previous wars, Its details 
merit study—they are carefully conceived 
and instructive—but the vital importance 
of the large approach should be recognized 
before one gets lost in details, 


Unhappy Congressmen are already ex- 
claiming over the impossibility of passing 
anything like this program in the present 
session, Perhaps it is impossible now; per- 
haps the immediate need is not urgent. But 
this is a picture of the imperatives which 
our times are imposing. Congressmen 
may not like it, but the course of history 
will not consult their wishes. 


Too Much Rubber—So Soon! 


The experts are already worrying over 
an imminent over-production of rubber. So 
spectacular has been the rehabilitation of 
the natural rubber industry since the end 
of the war that it threatens to ruin a war- 


born synthetic industry and bring serious 


economic dislocation to countries engaged 


in production of natural rubber, especially 


in the Far East, 

Production .of synthetic rubber last year 
was 800,000 tons, more than 90 per cent of 
which was turned out in the United States, 
This year we are cutting our output to 
500,000 tons. The world output of natural 
rubber is estimated to be 1,200,000 tons and 
consumption will be no more than 1,500,000, 
leaving a surplus of approximately 200,000 
tons at the end of the year—a record 
carryover. 

The problem is further complicated by 
the expanded production foreseen next 
year. Capacity of synthetic plants to be 
operated will be 600,000 tons, while produc- 
tion of natural rubber is expected to reach 
1,500,000 tons. 

Experts say world consumption cannot 
account for more than 1,500,000 tons, In

the face of a constantly increasing supply 
of rubber and’a relatively fixed consump- 
tion, planners for world peace are not dis- 
counting the economic chaos which may 
follow a slump in raw rubber’s price. 

To discuss the problem a group of ex- 
perts representing the United States, Hol- 
land and France will meet in July. An 
effort will be made to work out plans for 
dealing with the rubber surplus and the 
possible stabilization of prices through cur- 
tailment of production. 

Another possible suggestion will be the 
closing down of synthetic plants in the 
United States so as to curtail production 
by 600,000 tons annually. It may be ex- 
pected that France and Holland will favor 
such a step. But the question for the 
United States to decide is whether or not 
the dismantling of our ‘synthetic rubber 
plants, and a stoppage in our synthetic re- 
search program, is compatible with na- 
tional security. 

In view of unsettled world conditions, we 
cannot afford to take a chance of being 
caught short of rubber and the means of 
making it in the event of war,

How can the Southern“ problem be 
solved?

To the 8 . va Negro is still 
a negro. But it must be remembered that 
this idea is rooted in the folk culture of 
the South by slavery, by the treatment 
given the South by the North after the 
Civil War, by religion, by paternalism and 
by a. deep-seated hatred of interference by 
the national government in Southern af- 
fairs. 

It is very easy to pass laws but difficult 
to legislate custom out of existence. The 
South itself, in spite of its drawbacks, did 
make real progress toward understanding 
in the period 1900-1940, There was a reali- 
zation that the so-called grandeur of the 
past was generally made up of filthy jokes, 
drinking, debts, idleness and a bit of sad- 


‘ism on the part of the plafitation owner 


toward the Negro woman. 
* . * 

Along with this it was seen that few 
trained persons were available, and that 
training was necessary for any real im- 
provement. But probably one of the great- 
est changes came in the colleges. The Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, with its excel- 
lent staff and its printing press, has done 
as much as the genius of Thomas Wolfe 
to make the United States realize the great 
potentiality of the South, and that South- 
erners are struggling to find solutions for 
the difficulties. 

But then came the war years, and the 
rather blind danunciations by uninformed 
Northerners that helped create a crisis in 
the South and in many ways increased the 
old folk-feelin on race. Even so, it is 
truly heartening to read such a book as 
Odum’s, with all its freshness and realism, 
and to know that the South today is con- 
stantly working to find a way out. So that 
a learning process may take place, the 
North must realize that understanding, 
knowledge, sympathy and planning must 
precede effective action.

The latest accession to the for- 
midable collection of states under 
Soviet dominion is Hungary, and 
the gravity of the coup cannot 
be mini mized, 
Czechoslovakia, 
which has been 
trying to keep a 
foot in both 
Ehstern and 
Westerh camps, 
is now walled 
in: Romania is 
surrounded; 
Tito, with his 
eye on Trieste— 
once an Austro- 
Hungarian port 
—is backed up; 
Austria is in a 
terrific squeeze. In Bulgaria, Ni- 
cola Petkov. leader of the Com- 
munist opposition has been thrown 
in jail on the usual pretext of try- 
ing to overthrow the Government. 
All the former Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy which before World 
War 1 was one of the greatest 
European powers — except that 
part of tiny Austria occupied by 
Western troops—is gone. 


Truman Doctrine Attacked. 


None of this area went Com- 
munist because the pepple wanted 
it. There is less domestic Com- 
munism than in Italy or France. 
They have not had popular “revo- 
lutions.” They are victims of 
cynical seizures of power. 


Communist regimes cannot be 
ousted by “strengthening demo- 
cratic elements,” once Communists 
control the state, They cannot be 
bribed. Their economies, armies, 
and diplomacy will be added to 
the Soviets. Every aid given 
them, whether financial or relief, 
will only make it easier for the 
Soviets, as aid to Japan—once we 
knew where she stood—was. sui- 
cidal. 


International Communist propa- 
ganda will describe the Hungarian 
coup as Russia's answer to the 
Truman Doctrine. We should not 
fall for that. Hungary was deliv- 
ered into Soviet hands when the 
Red armies were put in control 
there, and the present outcome

HILE we are spending 34 per cent of the national budget for 
war preparations, the Soviets are taking over Europe step by 
step, methodically, by the device of the fifth column disciplined 
and directed by the Russian state, 


was inevitable. The Truman Doc- 
trine, very clumsily launched, only 
gave the Soviets an excuse they 
would have found anyway. 

Our foreign policy must concen- 
trate on what is left of Europe. 
It is doing so, but not drawing

Stalin is much smarter than

Stalin 
has no intention of so doing, al- 
though his program is identical:

Stalin's Strategy.

Paying for it is unneces- 
sary, for we can get it for noth- 
ing. Stalin intends to capture 
states from within by first captur- 
ing key positions which can pre- 
vent any non-Communist govern- 
ment from functioning. Thus, he 
already controls the trade unions. 
of Italy and France and can hold 
up their governments. 

The United States can defeat 
this policy—which it went to war 
to block—only by preventing the 
domination of the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere by a single aggressive to- 
talitarian power. This could be 
accomplished through European 
programs and parties which we 
should support with even more aid 
than the Soviets give the Commu- 
nists. This requires a diplomacy 
which, like the Russian, deals. 
with parties and persons, not gov- 
ernments. The Soviet conspiracy 
for Europe can be frustrated only 
by Europeans backed to the hilt 
by the United States. 


Unity Lacking. 


This, however, presumes a unit- 
ed will in the United States which 
does not yet exist. We also have 
a fifth column, more formidable 
than people think, and only wait- 
ing for a domestic crash in order 
to operate effectively. And that 
domestic crash will be actively fa- 
cilitated from abroad by draining 
our treasury while eliminating our

Civilization “can and may blow 
itself to bits before the class of

be set free; ignorant minds; 
hungry stomachs; beauty needing 
us to release it from its prison in 
clay or color tubes or silence; a 
group to lead; a home to make; 
an institution to study and en- 
rich; a community to redeem; the 
new Leviathan to curb; the set- 
ting up of oases of wholesome- 
ness; of centers of help and heal- 
ing from which new life will 
spring up across the abyss.

MELLON TRUST HAS 
GIVEN AWAY $13,400 
A DAY FOR 16 YEARS 


Estimated It Will Take 15 
More Years to Dispose of 
Remaining Assets. 


PITTSBURGH, June 9 (UP)—A 
chatitable trust set up by the late 
Andrew W. Mellon, Pittsburgh 
financier and one-time Secretary 
of the Treasury, has been giving 
away money at the rate of more 
than $13,400 a day for 16 years. 

The trustees issued a report to- 
day accounting for expenditure of 
878,267,680. They estimated that 


it will take 15 more years to dis- 
pose of the $32,416,459 worth of 
remaining assets in the trust. 

The banker and _ industrialist 
founded the A. W. Mellon Educa- 
tional and Charitable Fund in 
1930, seven years before his death. 
He poured more than $100,000,000 
into it. 

From 1930 to 1945, the trustees 
reported, money was given away 
in amounts ranging from $49 to 
the Pittsburgh Orchestra Associa- 
tion to $71,057,433 to the National 
Gallery of Art. Last year’s grants 
were $2,313,918. 

The Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Research was the next big- 
gest recipient. More than $285,- 
000 was granted for chemical re- 
search in pneumonia, investigation 
of anti-malarial compounds, and 
general research. More than 31. 
000,000 was added to the institute's 
endowment fund. 

A breakdown of various classi- 
fications of other grants showed: 
social welfare agencies, $2,036,551; 
education, $1,277,613; health, $600,- 
108; public and civic agencies, 
$133,500; religion, $16,100, and war 
relief, $835,000. 


COURT UPHOLDS ZONE PERMIT

Circuit Judge Amandus Brack- 
man today upheld a decision of the 
St. Louis County Board of Zoning 
Adjustment permitting a school 
for children with spastic condi- 


tions to be erected and operated 
at Spoede road and Daniel Boone 
parkway. 

A permit for construction of the 
school, operated now as the Lands- 
dale School at 2303 South Milton 
avenue, Overland, was issued by 
the county planning commission 
last October. Residents of the 
Frontenac Estates section, near 
the proposed site, later petitioned 
the zoning board for a review of 
the commission’s decision. 

The board upheld the commis- 
sion’s decision, but a further re- 
view was requested, Arguments 
before Judge Brackman, presented 
by briefs, indicated the petition- 
ers believed the school's construc- 
tion at the proposed site was a 
violation of zoning regulations. 
The commission’s argument was 
that schools are permitted in any 
type of zoned area.

15 LBS, MORE CANNING SUGAR 
PROPOSED, CONTINUED CONTROL 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department pro- 
posed today that an additional 
15 pounds of sugar per person 
be allocated this year exclusively 


for home canning instead of 
lifting household rationing im- 
mediately. 

James H. Marshall, chief of 


the sugar branch, told the House 
Banking committee that sugar 
supplies are still not sufficient 
to meet all demands and that 
removal of household controls 
might “make rationing ineffec- 
tive for smal! industrial users.” 

If wholesalers and _ retailers 
were not required to collect sugar 
stamps from housewives, he said, 
the government would have no 
way of policing their sugar sales 
to small bakeries, candy makers 
and others, 

Marshall said present indica- 
tions are that there will be about 
350,000 tons more of sugar this 
year than was contemplated in 
March. If half of the ration book 
holders cash in an extra 15-pound 
sugar stamp for home canning 
only, he said, that would require 
550,000 tons. 

He said rationing will end, how- 
ever, as soon as weekly distri- 
bution reports indicate a balance 
with future expected supplies.

Household Domestics Are Still Hard to Find Object 


By Cynthie Lowry 


TEAKS are back long since, 
8 new automobiles no longer 

top traffic, and factories 
have turned from propellers to 
powder puff production. 


But Ellen, Hulda, Bridget and 
Clarice are stili missing from 
their prewar kitchens. Two years 
after war’s end, the household do- 
mestic is still hard to find. 


Maybe Mrs. Van Astor and Mrs. 

John Brown, flushed and perspir- 
at their own kitchen stoves, 

can’t figure out why Rosie pre- 
ferred a rivet gun to a_dust mop, 
but the survey makers, the statis- 
ticians, tro employment agencies 
and the social workers can. They 
have professional, figure-studded 
charts to solve the mystery. 

The situation adds up to some- 
thing like this: Wages for house- 
hold workers are at a historic 
peak; between 1940 and 1944, fed- 
era] censuses show, the number 
of domestics dropped from 18.5 
per cent to 9.2 per cent of all 
employed women, in spite of the 
fact that employment of women 
jumped from 11 million to 18 mil- 
lion, 
No federal figures are obtain- 
able beyond 1944, but New York 
State’s Department of Labor re- 
cently completed a survey which 
showed the rather self-evident 
-fact that while the number of fac- 
tory-employed women dropped 
sharply with the end of the war, 
only a few of those women picked 
up housework jobs. 


This is the same field of em- 
ployment which in 1910 employed 
almost one-quarter of all work- 
ing women, It is the same field of 
employment which has jumped 
from $3 to $5 weekly wages in 
the early 1930s to somewhere be- 
tween $20 and $35 (big cities for 
the latter) today. 

“The demand for servants is 
just about 20 times the supply,” 
the head of a large domestic em- 
ployment agency said. Women 
just won't take this kind of job, 
no matter what the money or in- 
ducements, if there’s anything else 
they can find in industry or in 
stores.” 

“They complain of the long 
hours,” the head of another em- 
ployment agency said. There's 
no chance of advancement. Their 
life isn’t their own to live when

they've finished work. They're not 
protected by unemployment insur- 
amce.

This, of course, is what every 
researcher or student finds. And 
this, of course, is what the hun- 
dreds of groups, from the T. W. 
C. A. on down have been trying 
to overcome for years. 

The United States office of edu- 


cation estimates that an average 


of about 70 different household 
tasks are performed during a 
day’s work, ranging from answer- 
ing telephones and doorbells to 
planning meals, Many authorities 
hope that women, forced to do 
their own housework during the 
war, will have new and greater 
appreciation of the many skills 
required and of the fact that 
housework is a tiring job. 
There have been all sorts of ef- 
forts to standardize housework, 
Women leaders, including Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as first 
lady, have attempted to get some 
sort of contractual relationship

being.”

Keeping “Ahead of Would-Be Hold- Up Men 


Chicago Money-Moving Firm Has Come Forth With Sort of Motorized Fortress 


By Virginia Irwin

CHICAGO, June 9. 


N spite of the fact that gang- 

land seems to have been going 

to the dogs lately and; although 
no doubt doing its best, hasn't 
been able to produce a serious 
contender for the laurels left by 
such bullet barons as Baby Face 
Nelson, Karpy Karpis and Johnny 
Dillinger, a Chicago concern by 
the name of Brink’s, Inc., insists 
on taking a pretty dim view of the 
future. Brink’s business is the 
moving of money and valuables in 
armored cars and while the com 
pany hasn't had a serious stickup 
since 1927, when a Pennsylvania 
highwayman known as “Cherub of 
the Church-Choir” Jawarski dyna- 
mited a truckload of dough, it 
isn't taking any chances on being 
caught with its armor down. 


Recen Brink’s celebrated its 
eighty-eighth anniversary by un- 
veiling a new armored car, called 
the A-1000, which looks like a 
Flash Gordon rocket on wheels. 
The A-1000 is a sort of motorized 
fortress, and is built to withstand 


robbers attacking by ground, air, 


with poison gas, death-dealing 
germs or burp guns. 

“In 88 years of moving billi 
in cash and valuable in 1000 citie 
in the United States and Canada, * 
first vice president, 
Charles Allen, “we can boast that 
not one of our 50,000 clients has 
ever lost a nickel.” 

Actually Brink’s transports 
more money every day in the year 
than any other institution in the 
world. In Chicago it moves about 
150 billion yearly_in cash and val- 
uables; in Detroit, und 160 bil- 
lion. In St. Louis, Brink's ar- 
mored cars transport about a bil- 
lion a month, Brink’s will move 
any valuables—cash, payrolls, se- 
curities, gold, jewels or radium. 
One day in 1929, Brink’s cars 


moved the entire deposits and val- 


uables of a Chicago bank. The 
company moves billions in cur- 
rency and coin for Federal Re- 
serve banks; carries precious 
metals for the United States 


‘Treasury. Once, during the 1933 


bank crisis, Brink’s even served 
epository. As the banks 
closed, people turned to Brink’s. 
At the end of the week, Brink’s 
had 40,000 depositors with ac- 


gounts totalling $45,000,000. 


Business men and bankers, even 
the United States Government, 
trust Brink’s with untold billions, 
but Brink’s trust no one. Enter-

ing Brink's establishment in Chi- 
cago is as tough as getting into 
the United States mint. At the 
company’s national headquarters 
at 711 West Monroe street here 
in»Chicago, the walls are 27 inches 
thick. Guards armed with ma- 
chine guns guard every entrance, 
Every vault, door and window is 
rigged with automatic burglar 
alarms and tear gas vents. Gun- 
blisters: pop up all over the place. 
Brinkis was started by a young 
and shrewd Vermont 
named Perry Brink, who once 
hauled Abe Lincoln's luggage 
from a Chicago railroad station 
to the Tremont Hotel. <As far 


back as 1859 his horse-drawn ex- 


press wagons were already rat- 
tling through Chicago streets with 
bags of money hidden under old 
rags, burlap bags and news- 
papers. By 1891 Brink was mak- 
ing payroll deliveries, with steel 
sides to protect the money 
wagons, | | 

In 1917 the firm suffered its 
first big robbery. A young mes- 
senger carrying a Chicago factory 
payroll of $9100 got out of a truck 
face to face with four hoodlums 
armed with sawed-off shotguns. 
The thugs pumped the messen- 
ger full of lead and made off with 


the payroll. Police traced the 
holdup to the Wheed gang. Wheed 
was hanged for the robbery; 


‘Brink’s promptly built its first 


real armored car and instituted a 

policy, which still stands, of offer- 

ing employes $1000 for any crook 

killed in a holdup, and a $500 

bonus for any robber wounded in 

a gunfight with company guards. 
„„ 


HE young messenger who was 

killed was Barton Allen, son of 

Frank Allen, now chairman of 
the board. From the date of Bar- 
ton’s death, Brink’s started arm- 
ing the crews and training them 
to kill. 

By 1927, they believed they had 
thought up enough safety devices 
to outwit the wiliest of the gang- 
sters who terrorized the nation 
after the last war. But “Cherub” 
Jawarski, a Pennsylvia jug-heavy, 
finally outguessed Brink’s. Leader 
of the “Flathead Gang,” Jawarski 
and his pals dynamited a road 
outside Pittsburgh, blew up a 
Brink's truck along with five 
guards, and escaped with the loot. 
Later Jawarski was captured, con- 
fessed to the highjacking, threw 
in the admission of 26 murders, 
and was executed. Once more 
Brink’s got to work. 


IT 1S BUILT TO WITHSTAND ROBBERS ATTACKING BY GROUND, 


OR BURP GUNS. 


It was decided that steel armor 
on a wooden frame wasn’t enough, 
so ‘the company built an all-steel 
car with an especially armored 
bottom. It was a pretty ponder- 
ous thing to move about loaded 
with millions in heavy dough so 
they redesigned and came out 
with the first all-aluminum car 
with a bullet resistance equal to 
that of steel. Now, because they 
want to be ready in case this last 
war produces a new'crop of gang- 
sters who entertain ideas of at- 
tacking with fighter planes in- 
stead of firearms, or try to go 
Superman one better and get 
crazy notions of knocking off 
Brink’s money guards with poison 
gas, the firm has come out with 
its A-1000, a 25-foot long, 11,000- 
pound fort-on-wheels. 

“The new A-1000 has every anti- 
crime contrivance we could think 
of,“ Edward O. Youngren, senior 
master mechanic, said to this re- 
porter. “The instrument panel in 
the driver’s compartment has 32 
control deviceg which tell the 
driver everything he needs to 
know. In addition to the usual 
dials for gas, speed and lighting, 
there is a dial to show the RPMs 
of the motor, an altimeter to in- 
form him what road grade he is 


on, fire alarm lights, an airplane 
wing temperature gauge that tells 
him whether the engine is too hot 
for the light plant in the rear 
compartment, and special signal 
lights to tell outside traffic which 
direction the car will turn.” 

The front compartment holds 
the driver, seated in the center, 
flanked on either side by guards. 
The windshield is of one-quarter 
inch plastic. Behind the plastic 
windshield is another made of 
bulleteproof glass which does not 
reach quite to the top of the cab. 
If a bandit attacks from the front,
